FRANCE AND ITALY 
HAVE SETTLEMENT 


Rome, January 25.—France and 
Italy, it is understood, are agreed as 
to the principle jn the settlement of 
the Manobo affair, involving the ar- 
rest of the members of the Red Cres- 
cent Society while passengers on the 
French steamer Manouba en route to 
Tunis. 

France demands ttiat the matter be 
restored to the status quo ante, after 
which the differences can be referred 
to The Hague. On this point Italy is 
confronted by two questions: 

First, if the Turks are really what 
they claim to be, ought Italy simply 
to release them or hand them over to 
France? Second, in event some of the 
Turkish prisoners prove not to be 
physicians or medical attendants, but 
ought Italy to require 
guarantees if she hands them over to 
France that they will not be allowed 
to reach the Turkish camp?

» This is a new ruling which Governor 
Brown has decided. upon concurrently 
with entering the executive office, and 
the purpose of it is to give notice to 
any persons who may desire to oppose 
such application and present the other 
side of the case. 
| -Possibly there has not been a single 
governor who has not granted ex- 
ecutive clemency in certain cases in

“On Revenue Basis.”’ 

“The committe feels warranted in 
recommending that the duties be 
placed upon distinctly revenue 
basis.” 

The report qgeclares the rates should 
be made low enough to permit poten- 
tial competition from imports for the 
sake of natural and proper regula- 
tion of domestic prices, and concludes: 

“It is believed that the rates pro- 
vided for in this bill are competitive 
and ‘if enacted would effect a sub- 
stantial economy to the people great- 
ly disproportionate in its advantages 
to the small apparent loss of revenue.” 

The ‘minority report declared that 
the steel schedule shoulg not be Tre- 
vised without a report from the tariff 
board and that the bill was framed 
without hearings and was in no way 
justified “by the full hearings three 
years ago before the committee.”’ 

The minority assailed.the idea that 
the schedule relates almost exclusive- 
ly to goods manufactured by the 
United States Steel Corporation. “It 
is well known,” says the report, “that 
this corporation can produce iron and 
steel articles more cheaply than any 
other of the numerous independent 
companies, “but it dogs “not produce 
even 50 per cent of the iron and steel 
products of the country.”

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Governor Scores Technicals 
and Misguided Sympathy. 


; 


In Inaugural Address New Ex- 
ecutive Congratulates the 
State Upon Fact That for 
Three Years There Has Been 
a Rest From Agitation. 


Technicalities and misguided sym- 
pathy have often hampered or defeat- 
ed the ends of justice in Georgia, said 
Governor Brown in his inaugural ad- 
dress yesterday, and he followed up 
this statement with a caution,to the 
judiciary and executive departments of 
the state about allowing such condi- 
tions to exist. He also promised that 
executive clemency will be used with 
only the greatest care. 

In another portion of hig address, 
the governor felicitated the state and 
her people wpon the lack of dissen- 
sions which has been apparent for the 
past two years or more, and advised 
that the people allow this condition to 
continue. The state still needs a “rest 
cure’ from dissé@nsions, in the gov- 
ernor’g opinion. 

Govwernor’s Message. 

Following is the governor’s message 
in full: 

“Gentlemen of the General Assem- 
bly, Gentlemen of the Judiciary of 
Georgia, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
Called a second time by the sovereign 
people of Georgia to discharge the du- 
ties of their executive office, I appear 
before you to take the oath which 
binds me to their service. 

“That service is an ennobling one in 
that it embodies thé execution of the 
laws, which are based on _ -°= justice, 
builded of honor and crowned with 
right; laws which hold within them- 
selves the inspiration of a God-fearing 
citizenry whose ideals are high and 
whose movant force is truth. 

“Happy are we that our abode is in 
a republic, with no royalty, save the 
royalty of character, no igsd oma 
power save that which rests in the 
brain ind hearts of its people. And 
such a people! Justly jealous of their 
the people, but under the orders of the 
integrity, contemning shams, discern- 
ing in the framing of their laws and 
positive in their demands that they 
shall be enforced, they, withal, ex- 
emplify the axiom, ‘that people is the 
best governed which is the least gov- 
erned.’ 7 


Here wy Grace of People. 


“Gentlemen, let us not deseive our- 
Selves. We are here by the grace of 
the peopl, but undr the orders of the 
people. And it is not ours to vary 
those orders, or to-construe them as 
we choose. Each of us, whether in 
the legislature, the judicial or the ex- 
ecutive department, finds fixed bounds 
within which his powers are limited 
and his duties obligatory. Neither can 
trench upon the others, except at the 
expense of the general safety, t all, 
when working in’ harmonious accord, 
prove the wisdom of the wise man of 
the scriptures, ‘a threefold cord is not 
quickly broken.’ Let us, then, Within 
the bounds prescribed by the consti- 
tution, perform our functions fully, 
firmly, fearlessly, but conscientiously. 

Yet, with all that I have stated, we 
have the anomaly that those charged 
with the execution of the laws in this 
state as in others has too often per- 
mitted technicalities ang misguided 
Sympathy to hamper or even defeat 
the laws which the people decree 
shall be enforced. Hence, the vital] 
need of the present day is the spirit 
of inflexible justice. I therefore 
sound the note of warning to you of 
the general assembly that you _ so 
legislate that the laws of Georgia be 
not the shield of fraud, to you of the 
judiciary that the right be so clearly 
defined that there be no excuse for 
wrong. And for myself, I promise 
that the pardoning power shall not be 
used to defeat the laws, and that 
whatever function of the executive 
office I perform it shall be with an 
eye single to the impartial and com- 
plete protection of person and prop- 
erty, which our constitution says is 
the paramount duty of government. 


Rest From Agitation. 


It is a cause for congratulation that 
for a period of about three years our 
people have had a rest from agita- 
tion; that there has been practically 
no attempt to array class against 
class. We should discountenance agi- 
tation which, experience shows, brings 
favor to *but few, and should hold in 
mind that prosperity comes not to us 
over the path of agitation; that there 
can be no abiding prosperity unless 
capital and labor, under the restraint 
but protection of just laws, jointly 
thrive; that capital, like flowing wa- 
ter, moves in the channel of least re- 
sistance, and that, as has been well 
said, if capital will not work, labor 
cannot. 

In peace therefore is found pros- 
perity, by co-operation comes con- 
struction, and in sincerity among 


those who would lead is the sole guar-: 


antee of lasting confidence among 
the masses. If confidence be lacking 
all else is weak. ° 

Well-Known to all are the events 
which have resulted in the scene now 
being enacted before you. Hence, as 
you are here today not to frame laws, 
but simply to install him whom the 
sovereign people have chosén to ex- 
ecute, within the bounds they have 
fixed their enacteg will, I shall not 
detain you by reciting at length the 
government procedure, which I be- 
lieve is demanded by the logic of the 
recent election. Your intelligence en- 
ables you as well as me to interpret 
the will of the elettorate. Further- 
more, the people should be allowed to 
try for awhile the rest cure for the 
fever of political agitation. Yet, 
when you, the general assembly, shall 
convene in regular. session, shall 
communicate as fully as needs be re- 
garding the legislation which, in my 
judgment the ascertained will of the 
people and the well being of the com- 
monweaith demand. Till then it is of 
more importance that we execute the 
law's we have than that. we withdraw 
our attention from constructive busi- 
ness in order to discuss the laws 
which some of us think ought to be 
placed upon the statue books. 


Better Things to Consider. 


Corn clubs, soil analysis, seed selec- 
tion, deep plowing, stock raising, 
judicious marketing of cotton, drain- 
age of swamp lands, the development 
of water powers, the encouragement 
of manufacturing enterprises and the 


the law-abiding people of the state in 
the enjoyment of life and property can 
more -profitably claim or attention 
for the present than can proposed 
new laws or changes in old ones. 

In the meantime, allow me to say to 
you individually and collectively that 
as Georgians,

open door for each of you who would 
counsel with me, and no factional 
prejudice shall mar the cordiality of 
the greeting to anyone who loves 
Georgia, or would say aught which 
can conduce to the prosperity of her 
people.

January 29. 

Shortly after that date it is believed 
-@ meeting will be arranged between 

President Sun Yat Sen and Yuan Shi 
Kai, at which details will be drafted for 
the establishment of a kind of coalition 
government controlling the north and 
the south. : 

Tang Shao Yi, who is still acting as 
Yuan Shi Kai's representative here, and 
Dr. Wu Ting Fang, the republican min- 
ister of justice, expressed themselves 
this afternoon as extremely hopeful. 
It is uffderstood the negotiaters who 
ere trying to bring about an agreée- 
ment between Pekin and Nanking have 
succeeded in clearing the atmosphere 
of the “misunderstandings” which have 
hitherto existed. Whether an eventual 
agreement between the two parties 

will be reached cannot yet be fore- 
geen. 

President Sun Yat Sen today sent a 
dispatch to Premier Yuan Shi Kai, at 
Pekin, through Tang Shao Yo. The 
telegram is said to have expressed the 
willingness of the republican leader to 

place the fullest confidence in Premier 
Yuan Shi Kai's pledges. 
American Troops Distributed. 

Manila, January 25.—Distribution of 
the United States troops along the sec- 
tion of the Pekin railroad from Tang 
Shan to Lanchow has now been com- 
pleted.

OLD BORDER OUTLAW IS 
SENTENCED FOR MURDER 


Guthrie, Okla., January 25.,—“Charles 
Maust,” according to the verdict of a 
jury in the United States district court 
here today, is Ben Cravens, who about 
twenty years ago stirred the Missouri- 
Iowa border through his operations. 
Cravens, alias Maust, today was con- 
victed by the jury of the murder of 
Assistant Postmaster Alvin Bateman at 
Red Rock, Okla., March 18, 1901, in 
connection with an attempt to rob the 
postoffice, 

“It’s hanging, ain't it?’ 
asked when the clerk had 
reading the verdict. When he was 
told that the jury had recommended 
that the death penalty be not inflicted 
he gave a sigh of relief. “That’s bet- 
ter,’’ he said, 

Cravens had eluded capture for 
years. Northern Missouri and south- 
ern Iowa people supposed he had gone 
to- the far west. When he was cap- 
tured. in Oklahoma after the killing 
of Bateman his resemblance to Cra- 
vens, the outlaw, resulted in an inves- 
tigation. Cravens contended that ‘he 
is Maust, son of a family in southern 
Texas, A convict from the federal 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 
who knew the real Cravens, was 
brought here during the trial and iden- 
tified him as the former outlaw. 

The conviction of Cravens marks 
the passing of one of the most famous 
desperadoes of the middle west and 
later of the southwest. /

Overthrow Conservative 
" Working Majority. 


Berlin, January 25—The political 
complexion of the new reichstag as 
determined by the final result of the 
33 reballots taken today is shown by 
the following general party group- 
ings: 

The subordinate or allieq factions 
are included for convience with the 
parties with whicn they generally 
vote: 

Socialists, 110; 


progressive - non- 
socialist groups, 99, tincluding 46 
national liberals, 42 radical people’s 
party and 7 progregsive peasants and‘ 
Others; clericals, with Polish, Alsatian 
and Hannoverian particularists, 122: 
conservatives, allied parties, 69; inde- 
pendent, 1—ex-Minister of the In- 
terior Count von Posadowsky-Weh- 
ner. 

The yesults completely overthrow 
the working majority of the conserva- 
tive cénter in the last reichstag, which 
is now able to muster only 191, count- 
ing every possible vote, and place the 
control in the hands of the national 
liberals who will be able to form a 
majority by throwing their strength 
with either the right or the left. 

This makes the national liberal 
leader, Ernst Bassermann, a com- 
manding figure in the next reichstag. 
He will be able to swing certain 
avowed national liberals, who, wnder 
proper inducements, probably would be 
prepared to co-operate with the gov- 
ernment on most questions. The hos- 
tility of other progressive groups to 
the so-called reactionary ‘bloc’. ap- 
parently is too great for any. work- 
ing understanding except on ques- 
tions of national defense and the in- 
crease of the army and navy.

ILLITERATE NEGRO SUES 
PROMINENT. PHYSICIAN 


Montgomery, January 25.—(Special.) 
On the ground that he parted with 
land valued at $6,000 for $2,000, under 
undue influences and ynder circum- 
stances which pressed hard upon him, 
Ben Salter, an aged negro of Cren- 
shaw county, has entered suit in the 
equity division of the United States 
court for the recovery of his land. The 
defendant is Dr. J. R. Horn, one of 
Luverne’s most prominent citizens. 

The plaintiff declares in his suit 
that he is ignorant, being able neith- 
er to read nor write. 

In December of 1910 Salter and his 
three sons and his son-in-law narnow- 
ly escaped lynching as a result of the 
shooting of several white citizens at 
Luverne. The Salter familv was held 
responsible. No indictment was _ re- 
turned against the old man, 

The plaintiff alleges that on De- 
cember 19, 1910, a mob set fire to his 
house, and that in seeking to escape 
he was struck over the head and 
rendered senseless. While in jail, he 
says, he summoned his physician and 
that at that time Dr. Horn advised

PANAMA REVOLUTION 
IS BEING INVESTIGATED 


Washington, January 25.—American 
interests, with the knowledge and co- 
operation of the state department, 
“fomented” the revolution of 1903 in 
Colombia which resulted in the inde- 
pendence of Panama, according to 
Representative Henry T. ‘Rainey, of 
Illinois, before the uouse foreign af- 
fairs committee today. 

The committee began hearings in 
Mr. Rainey’s resolution for an inquiry 
into the taking of the Panama cana} 
strip by the Uniteg States. 

“I propose to show in this hearing 
thatthe declaration of independence 
of Panama was prepared in New York 
in the office of William Nelson Crom- 
well and that November 3, 1903, was 
the date agreed upon for the Dbegin- 
ning of the revolution in Colombia,” 
said Mr. Rainey. 

“Our contention js that the part the 
United States played for months prior 
to this revolution is a stain on the 
history of this government and that 
we should make some financial repa- 
ration to Colombia for the damage 
done her.” 

The committee adjourned until next 
week without acting.

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ARGENTINE OUT 
WITH PARAGUAY 


Diplomatic Relations Between 
Two Countries Broken Off. 
Minister Withdrawn. 


Buenos Ayres, January 25.—Diplo- 
matic relations between the Argentine 
Republic and Paraguay have been 
broken off and the Argentine minister 
at Asuncion has retireg from his post. 
The Argentine niinister of. foreign af- 
fairs, Ernesto Bosch, nas received a 
telegram from the minister of Asun- 
cion, announcing that as he had not 
received a reply from the Paraguayan 
government to Argentina’s demands 
for satisfaction, he had withdrawn 
from the legation this afternoon and 
with his whole staff had gone aboard 
the Argenitne gunboat Parana. He 
added that he would arrive at Buenos 
Ayres tomorrow. 

On January 24 the Argentine gov- 
ernment ordered the dispatch of four 
warships to Paraguay in anticipation 
of the breaking off of diplomatic re- 
lations. The Argentine foreign min- 
ister recently instructed the Argen- 
tine minister at Asuncion to present 
a formal claim for compensation for 
the attacks on Argentine shipping and 
property. The Paraguayan govern- 
ment refused to discuss the matter and 
the minister was then instructed to 
demand satisfaction within twenty- 
four hours. The trouble arose Ahrough 
Paraguayan revolutionists firing on 
Argentine vessels lying in Asuncion 
harbor.

* The mysterious inactivity of the house committee charged with 
probing the glaring demoralization and abuses of the postoffice 
department is fast thrusting afi explanation of its conduct upon 
the thinking people of the country. Elsewhere our Washington 
correspondent details the manner in which the committee, of which 
Representative Ashbrook, of Ohio; is chairman, has fenced and 
dallied with what is essentially the most important investigation 
on the congressonal tapis, while complaints of the inefficiency of 
the postal service, clinching evidence of the disrupting effect of 
Htchcockism, pile higher and higher, challenging attention, demand- 
ing relief—but, apparently, challenging and demanding alike in 
vain. ‘ Gay : 

By common knowledge, according to the admission, even, of 
the chairman of this committee, the postal facilities of the country 
—covering that governmentat branch immediately affecting the 
largest number of Americans—are going to pot at whirlwind speed. 
And the committee spars and evades, meets and adjourns, goes up 
and down the hill, fights windmills—does everything but get at 
such fundamental facts as, brought to the surface, will restore the 
nation’s postal service. 

There ate several estimable gentlemen—democrats and repub- 
licans—upon this committee. Not one of them can afford to 
continue to give color to the ugly indictment their dilatory course 
for the past six months has brought against them. 

Is the committee really looking for evidence? It need go no 
farther than the statement of Chairman Moon, of the regular house 
committee on postoffices, who said the other day, as reported by 
our correspondent: 

“It is 4 remarkable situation that this gag-law of the depart- 
ment should keep congress from getting at facts.” 

This protest against Hitchcockism followed the testimony of 
Urbana Walter, of Denver, a former employee of the department, 
that the postmaster general and the department suppress facts and 
misinform congress as to the safety of the lives of railway mail 
clerks. Walter also exhibited five hundred letters from clerks 
reporting: their lives endangered by unsanitary mail cars. Then 


‘came Mr. Moon’s exclamation, with the comment that these clerks 


could be subpoenaed, but that the committee could not protect them 
against official decapitation! 

Why not? 

Has Hitchcockism already become so powerfully intrenched that 
it can not only throttle the free-born American citizens who servé it, 
but, as well, fling defiance in the face of congress itself? Can it count 
so confidently on its brow-beating of employees, its espionage of 
trusted servants, and the patronage-hunger of congressional com- 
mittees, that it can proceed uninterrupted with the construction 
of the most dangerous and imperialistic political machine in Ameri- 
can history? The complaisance of the committee on expenditures, 
the impenetrable reluctance of any congressional committee to dig 
deeply into this especial department, is the most sinister strength- 
ening of this suspicion imaginable. 

The Ashbrook committee, specifically charged with duties, 
powers, responsibilities inherent in no other congressional commit- 
tee, faced by a wealth of evidence of guilt apparent to a toddling 
infant, looked to in vain by nation and postal employees for relief— 
appears to have deliberately turned in the other direction! 

There is yet time for the committee to rescue itself from an 
equivocal situation before the country. What is the committee 
going to do about it?

The incident ig a fiction. Captain 
James’ command, a battery on James’ 
island, was assigned that duty by 
General Beauregard. Captain James 
said to the sergeant of the gun as- 
Signed to fire the first shot: ‘“Ser-. 
geant, I do not wish to rob you of 
the distinction of firing the opening 
gun, but the man who does that may 
have to personally reckon with the 
United States government for this act. 
therefore I wil] assume that responsi- 
bility and will pull the lanyard of the 
gun é6pening the bombardment,” and 
Captain James, a veteran of the Mexi- 
can war, at 4:30 a. m. that fateful 
morning pulled the lanyarg of the 
gun that sent the first shell over Fort 
Sumter. Mr. Ruffin fired the first 
gun from the iron battery, but that 
battery did not open the engagement. 

Another fiction that neither time, 
truth or history can kill, is that re- 
lating to the romance of General 
Grant’s magnaminity to the great 
Virginian at Appomattox—returning 
General Lee his sword, which the 


| story tells, as offered by. the confed- 


erate commander in token of the sur- 
render of the overwhelmed fragment 
of the once elastic army of Northern 
Virginia. 

This so-called incident had its birth 
in the brain of some romancer, and 
ever an anon it crops out in print. 
It never happened, General Lee 
never tendered his sword, therefore 
General Grant had not the’ opportunity 
to magnanimously return the weapon. 

A third fiction that often gets cur- 
rency through the press is that of the 
death of Stonewall! Jackson. 

Writers, both confederate, federal 
and modern day, repeatedly = state 
Jackson was killed at or died of the 
wounds receiveq at Chancellorsville. 
Neither atatement is correct. True, 
Stonewall received two severe wounds 
in one arm and in the hand of the 
other arm. So severe were the two 
wounds amputation of the shattered 
arm became necessary. 

Genera] Jackson had contracted a 
cold by sleeping on the bare ground a 
night or two before he was wounded. 
This malady developed into pneumonia 
and that disease, possibly augmented 
by the shock aa well as loss of blood, 
was the real cause of General Jack- 
son's death.

The playground committee of the 
Park commission met Thursday after- 
noon and outlined the matters men- 
tioned above. A resolution was adopt- 
ed appointing a committee consisting 
of M. B. Young and General Manager 
Carey to report to the park commis- 
sion, which meets this afternoon, that 
the committee is ready to advertise for 
bids for the Piedmont park pavillion 
and bath rooms. 

The question of employing a general 
director of playgrounds was discussed 
and an expert in that kind of work 
may be secured from some of the east- 
ern institutions for physical training. 

The park commission will hold a 
called meeting Friday afternoon to 
take up several park matters, among 
them being a resolution by Chairman 
Cochran, outlining a plan for a big 
zoq at Grant park to cost about 
$25,000.

Dr. Bahnsen’s statement 
lows: 

To tne People of Georgia: 

This department has been. over- 
whelmed with inquiries asking for a 
remedy to check the spread of hog 
cholera in the herds of various indi- 
viduals; we are willing and anxious 
to answer in person every such re- 
quest, but find it a sheer impossibility 
since most of our time is spent in field 
work, 

In order that w® may be of benefit 
to a greater number of people, it is 
desirable that they get together in 
the various communities in which hog 
cholera is. prevalent and prepare for 
a public. demonstration of the use of 
this serum and instruction in the prin- 
ciples of sanitary control essential to 
check the spread, 

We urge this co-operation on part 
of the people. 

Get together; make .the arrange- 
ments for a meeting in the infected 
districts, and we stand ready and will- 
ing to help you in your troubles.

LEAVE THE FARM 


Prison Commission Stirred Up 


by Report Sent From 
Macon. 


The prison commission was consid- 
erably stirred up yesterday over an 
erroneous report sent out from Macon 
to the effect that President T. W. Cal- 
laway, of the Tabernacle Rescue Home 
of that city, had gone to Milledgeville 
and taken from the state farm with 
the consent of Chairman R, E. Davi- 
son five young women who are serv- 
ing sentences there for mjsdemeanors. 

“There is absolutely no~- foundation 
for the statement,” said Chairman Da- 
vison, “In the first place it would be 
absolutely out of the question to take 
any person away from the state farm 
Or any other camp of the penitentiary, 
except by direct order from this of- 


fice, and then only after it has re-f 


ceived the sanction of the entire com- 
mission and the governor. 

“The statement that I gave my con- 
therefore, 
absurd and unfounded, Rev. Mr. Cal- 
laway spoke to me about the matter 
on one occasion, and’I suggested <‘o 
him that it might be well for him to 
bring the matter officially to the at- 
tention of the commission and see 
what could be done about it. I wrote 
him to this effect and stated that I 
thought it would be well if it could 
be legaliy ‘arranged to remove these 
young women from the farm to some 
place where they could be given proper 


care and from which tney might go 


to good homes. That is the full ex- 
tent of the correspondence I had with 
Mr. Callaway.”

“This man is a fraud and will steal,” 
thundered Mr. Harden. “Don’t let him 
see any records in this building.” 

“Do you believe that lie about me,” 
responded Dr. Miller, and Mr. Harden 
landed a stinging blow in the face of 
the Philadelphia man. Then Mr. Hard- 
en followed Dr. Miller from the court-. 
house denouncing him and. declaring if 
he didn’t take the first train out of 
Savannah he would have him run out.

Delaney leaves a wife and two sis- 
ters.

Vance of over % a cent a pound was 
reported in the et for Egyptian 
cotton at Alexandrinx and the report 
eof the census bureau on supply and 
distribution for the first four months 
of the season indicated that domestic 
mills were carrying smaller stocks at 
the beginning of January this year 
than they were at the same time last 
season. The features promoted cov- 
ering, particularly as the market re- 
ceived active support from strong 
trade interests, and prices sold up to 
@ net advance of about 4 or 5 points 
during the middle of the tmorning. 

Realizing checkeq the upward move- 
ment around this level, and, after 
ruling very quiet within 3 or 4 points 
of the best during the middle of the 
day, prices weakened under liquida- 
tion by recent buyers and a renewal 
of local bear pressure, which appeared 
to be encouraged by reports from the 
south that both picking ang ginning 
had been resumed with the advent of 
better weather. These reports seem- 
ed to create expectations of increased 
southern spot offerings and the de- 
cline from the high point of the day 
probably reflected a feeling that the 
advance was making a more attractive 
basis for hedge selling, although 
southern spot markets as officially 
reported before the close was gen- 
erally unchangeq to %c higher. Last 
prices here were at the lowest point 
of the day on latest deliveries and 
within 2 or 3 points of the lowest on 
near months. 3

Chairman Ashbrook is always mildly 
insistent that the committee is very 
busily at work. He will tell you it is 
now probing the pernicious activity of 
the postoffice department sleuths and 
the use of the almost imperial power 
lodged in their hands to supervise the 
business houses of the country. In line 
with this activity, the committee has 
taken up the case of the Lewis Publish- 
ing Company, of St. Louis. 

It is true that the committee began 
work on this case six months ago. The 
record in the case already fills 5,500 
printed pages, and the end is not yet. 
The committee went to St. Louis during 
its investigation, and, after hearing 
how the Lewis publications were de- 
nied the use of the mails, and a prom- 
ising publishing business was wrecked, 
one of the members remarked, ‘“‘The 
ezar of Russia has something to learn 
from the United States postoffice in- 
spectors.” 

Now that the Lewis people have rest- 
ed their case, the postoffice department 
is demanding to be heard, and Third 
Assistant Postmaster: General Britt has 
submitted a list of fifty witnesses for 
the department he wishes put on the 
stand. 

Chairman Ashbrook holds that, hav- 
ing gotten into the case—much deeper, 
it must be admitted, than was original- 
ly contemplated—they must go on. In 
this view, the members of the commit- 
tee seem to concur. They argue that 
the case has a vital bearing upon the 
whole subject of abuses by the post- 
office department sleuths, and brings 
up in strong relief the autocratic pow- 
er they exercise. 


Suppose Lewis Is Innocent.

During the recent cold weather this 
school has been so poorly heated that 
more than once tne school had to be 
dismissed and the children sent home. 
At other times the degree of heat in 
the various rooms has ranged from 50 
to 60 degrees and sometimes less, so 
that the lives and health of the chil- 
dren attending that school have been 
greatly endangered. 

Wé, the parents of these children, 
and residents of the eighth ward, beg 
that you will investigate the condition 
at this school, and we wish to suggest 
that you particularly investigate with 
reference to two points, as follows: 


Heating System Inadequate. 


1. We are informed that the heating 
system is utterly inadequate to prop- 
erly and sufficiently heat the school. 

If this is found to be true, we re- 
spectfully suggest that a new and 
sufficient system be immediately in- 
stalled. We think that the children 
are entitled to this, and we as citizens 
and taxpayers, are, also entitled to 
proper school facilities for the chil- 
dren of this ward. 

2. The character of the coal in the 
cOal bins at Tenth street school is such 
that it cannot be expected to furnish 
wn heat for the school build- 
ng. 

It consists mostly of coal in almost 
a powdered condition, and we are in- 
formed that, such coal as thig is ut- 
terly unfit for the purpose of running 
such a furnace as the one at Tenth 
Street school. |
